WALSH recalled that they entered an apartment op 
the ground floor of this apartment house where a tppe reporder 
was operating and was controlled by an individual lib^om hfe 
described as about 50 3 rears old, 185 lbs., gray hair, florid 
complexion, rather handsome appearance, well educated, a 
heavy drinker who was a former SA of^Jthe FBI as well as 
a former Major in the MiJlTtary^Pbllce Cor^ and had an ' 

Irish sounding name. - 

77 kt WAiSH stated that he realised from the conyersa- 
tion_;between^ this individual and FRANK that this indifidual 
was recpVdihg telephone conversations. WALSH stated ^that 
it wps fii% ;^^ecoilection that this individual was - occupying 
thi^^ apartment on a temporary basis and that the- real tenants 
we]^.|;* out-,pf toxm. He also was of the opinion that when he 
waSitat^*!!!!^ apartment, the tap had been on for a: period of 
fo^p ^ five days. WALSH pointed out that he could n'bt recall 
the' IScat^'on of this apartment phd 'iifcn it was stiggesfed that 
he accompany the interviewing agjehts this addres^s", "he stated 
that it would do no good inasj^pch as ihe' was vpo'^i-jdly^e he coiAd 
not point out the pertinent ^"^artraent. / ^ / 
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In connection with this tap, WALSH explained that 
he was sure that it was a business deal inasmuch as the 
individual whose name was tapped was reportedlj^ a businessman. 
He stated that he did not know if FRAMC and this other man 
were using this information for themselves of if they had 
been hired to install this device by some client unknoTm 
to him. 


On 4/12/57, Q 

Street, N.W., WDC, advised that he was a former SA of the 
FBI having worked for the FBI from 1931 to 1940. He pointed 
out that he was presently unemployed and had had no steajiy 
employment since 6/55. 

During the interview of O’LEARY concerning his 
knowledge of JOHN FRANK, O’LEARY was questioned as to any 
knowledge he might have of a wire tap Tfhich xyas operating 
in an apartment at 1500 Massachusetts Avenue, N.¥, O’LEARY 
readily admitted that he was the individual who xiras operating 
the recording device for a tap and that the recoj^der was in 
an apartment of form^ ^Aj;ennJ>^0DER.-X. .PATSEESON O’LEARY , 
pointed out that PATTERSON did not knoxf of this diyice 
inasmuch as PATTERSON x^as in Florida during the period of 
time the recorder was in his^artment. O’LEARY explained 
that prior to PATTERSON’S leaving town, he had made 
arrangements xfith PATTERSON to use his apartment and that 
all equipment was removed before PATTERSON returned from his 
trip to Florida. • 

O’LEARY stated that at the time he x\ras operating 
jthis recorder, he xf&s x^orking for R OBERT A. M HEU and his 
! immediate supervisor x^as MBERT A. TAGGART. 

O’LEARY related that he has not x^-orked for MAHEU 
since 6/55, and that this particular operation xiras prior 
to that time; however, he could not recall the specific 
dates but stated that it xiras some time betxireen January 
and June, 1955. O’LEARY further advised that the tap xms 
notj^’existence for more than ten days. 


O’LEARY stated that he did not Imoxf x-7ho installed 
jthis tap inasmuch as JiAHEU made it a practice not to, divulge 
I all of his information to the men xforking on the cases. 
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0»LEARI stated* that he could not recall the 
name of the individual on whom the tap was placed but 
said it was STERNBERG (ph) or a name similar to that. 

He stated that he could not recall what business STERNBERG 
was in and the only thing he could recall regarding the

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0»LEARY advised that to his knowledge, JOHN FRANK 
never visited this installation nor did he know a man by 
the name of FRANK ¥ALSH. He stated that when he desired 
relief from his duties at this apartment, he called MHEIJ’s 
office and WILLIAM REDDEN, who is now deceased, came to 
relieve him. 


Several persons interviewed in the "FRANK” case 
have describedr,both WALSH and 0* LEARY as heavy drinkers. 

The facts of this case will be submitted in a^ 
report suitable for dissemination, if the Bureau so desires, 
to the Criminal Division of the Department of Justice 
for determination as to whether the DepartmeUt desires 
full investigation since there is a possibility that 
there is a violation of the Federal Wire Tapping Law .

The information set forth in attached report 
was furnished by RUSSELL and LAVENIA during the course 
of interviews in the case entitled "JESUS DE GALINDEZ - 
SUAREZ; MISCELLANEOUS - INFORMATION CONCERNING^! Bufile 
100-375346. 

By letter 7/5/57, to the Director from WARREN 
OLNEY, III, Assistnat Attorney General, Criminal Division, 
it was stated that no further investigation was desired 
based on referenced report. In view of this no further 
inquiries will bemmade by WFO, It is noted that the 
information in attached report was volunteered by the 
individuals interviewed and further information was not 
elicited by interviewing agents, 

LOUIS J. RUSSELL, in addition to the information 
in the attached report, stated that the Federal Power 
Commission was aware that the American Natural Gas Company 
was exerting pressure on a Commissioner whose last name 
was SMITH. The Commission interested in ascertaining

LAVENIA furnished the following additional 
information. He believed that MAHEU’s contact in WDC, 
for wire taps and "black-bag jobs" was Captain JOSEPH W.
